Subject:- —_ Information to the original land owners / their legal heirs regarding de-notification and consequently 


return of their land which was acquired for Dadupur-Nalvi Irrigation Scheme. 
In continuation of the earlier Government notification issued vide No. 2/107/2017-1IW dated 


01.07.2019, the Government of Haryana is further agreed to extend the time from Ist August, 2024 to 31st December, 2024 
to the land owners for return of their land regarding Dadupur Nalvi Irrigation Scheme which had been de-notified by 
Government vide notification No. 2/107/2017-1IW dated 03.08.2018 with the following terms & conditions:- 


1. 


That the landowners / legal heirs who will deposit 10% of the total amount payable by them while applying for 
returning of their land with relevant documents from August, 015 2024 to August, 31st 2024 would only be 
considered eligible and Balance 90% of total amount will have to be deposited by them up to December 31, 2024. 


While submitting their claim to the respective Circle office (i.e. Superintending Engineer/Hathnikund Barrage 
Circle, Jagadhri, Superintending Engineer/Saraswati Heritage Circle, Kurukshetra and Superintending 
Engineer/SYL. Water Services Circle, Ambala) and or in the office of Land Acquisition Officer, Ambala, the 
land owners should indicate their choice as to whether they would make payment of interest and claim of 
compensation for usage of damages or not. 


The original landowners/their legal heirs who seek compensation for usage and damages will have to return 
the total amount paid to them excluding solatium along with simple interest at the rate of 12% (Instead of 9% 
per annum mentioned in the Government Notification No. 2/107/2017-1IW dated 01-07-2019), from the date 
of receipt of original compensation rate paid to them till the date of return of compensation by depositing the 
same with Land Acquisition Officer, Ambala to distinguish it from earlier scheme with a similar objective. 

The simple interest will be waived off for the landowners who do not claim compensation for usage for 
damages of any kind like usage by Government after acquisition and damages for restoration of land. 


The possession of land will be delivered only after the compensation amount is returned.
